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Identity sought for Corinth 

robbery suspects

Police are seeking information 
about two suspects involved in a 
Jan. 29 armed robbery at the 
Corinth Marathon gas station. 

Dispatch received an alarm 
drop at 12:20 a.m. and the Grant 
County Sheriff’s Office and 
Kentucky State Police responded 
to the scene. 

Three clerks were on duty when 
two individuals came inside the 
store wearing black hooded sweat¬ 
shirts with their faces covered with 
bandanas. 

The suspect wearing a red ban¬ 
dana, who had a knife, is believed 
to be a white female, about 4 feet, 
11 inches tall and weighing 
between 110 and 135 pounds.

The suspect wearing a black 
bandana, who had a small caliber 
handgun or stun gun, is believed to 
be 5 feet, nine inches tall and 
weighing between 130 and 150 
pounds. 

While police believe the second 
suspect is a white male, Sheriff 
Chuck Dills said there could be a 
possibility the suspect is female. 

“The only things exposed on 
either of the suspects was their 
eyes and eyebrows,” Dills said.

“The non-Catholic support is cru¬ 
cial to us,” he said. “It’s not a Catholic 
event, in my view, but a community 
event where people look forward to 
coming together and enjoying each 
other’s company.” 

A small army of volunteers, 

approximately 80, begin to prepare 
the 500 to 600 dinners that are sold 
weekly as early as 8 a.m. on Friday. 

The menu features battered cod, 
shrimp, fish sandwiches, sides, dessert 
and drink with prices ranging from $4 
to $8.

May primary 
field set for 
state offices

The filing deadline for statewide constitu¬ 
tional offices ended at 4 p.m. Tuesday. For the 
most part, big name Democrats remained 
unchallenged for the May primary. 

For months there was talk of several 
Democrats putting their names on the guber¬ 
natorial ballot, including Secretary of State 
Alison Lundergan Grimes, who announced 
on Monday that she would seek re-election to 
her current office. 

There are four Republican candidates on 
the ballot for governor. Former Louisville 
Metro Councilman Hal Heiner, Agriculture 
Commissioner James Comer and former 
Supreme Court Justice Will T. Scott will face 
Matt Bevin, who most recently challenged 
Sen. Mitch McConnell in the U.S. Senate 
primary. 

The sole Democrat running for attorney 
general is Gov. Steve Beshear’s son, Andy 
Beshear. There are two Republicans who 
have entered the race, state Sen. and Chair of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee Whitney 
Westerfield and Lawrence County Attorney 
Mike Hogan. 

State Auditor Adam Edelen is seeking re- 
election, and has no primary opponent. He 
will face current state representative Mike 
Harmon in the November general election. 

Only one Democrat entered the race for 
Commissioner of Agriculture, Jean-Marie 
Lawson Spann. However, two Republican 
state representatives will face off in May, 
Ryan Quarles and Richard Heath. 

The most heavily crowded election will 
be for state treasurer — there are five 
Democrats, including two current state repre¬ 
sentatives and one former representative, and 
three Republicans, including one current state 
representative, that are running for the office.

Improvements to the Brent 
Spence Bridge corridor could 
be closer to reality, but those 
improvements likely will come 
with drivers paying tolls. 

Kentucky Gov. Steve 
Beshear and Ohio Gov. John 
Kasich jointly announced Jan. 
28 a goal of creating a cost- 
savings plan for the project 
between Northern Kentucky 
and Cincinnati. 

The bi-state, bi-partisan 
commitment unveiled includes: 

• Lowering the project’s 
price tag through innovative 


solutions in design, construc¬ 
tion and financing 

• Splitting costs and toll rev¬ 
enues evenly between Ohio and 
Kentucky 

• Providing a 50-percent dis¬ 
count in toll rates for frequent 
commuters 

The team will focus on the 
federally approved 2012 envi¬ 
ronmental plan for the corridor, 


which calls for building a new 
bridge downtown, revamping 
the existing Brent Spence 
Bridge and improving interstate 
approaches in Northern 
Kentucky and downtown 
Cincinnati. 

The current plan would dou¬ 
ble the number of interstate 
lanes across the river from 
eight to 16, relieving conges¬ 


tion that causes major safety, 
mobility and congestion prob¬ 
lems for the region. 

“We simply cannot afford 
more delay, distraction and 
gridlock - on the interstate or in 
the halls of government,” 
Beshear said. “The Brent 
Spence Bridge corridor must be 
expanded to meet the safety and 
mobility needs of a growing, 
prosperous region. Jobs and 
lives depend on it.” 

Inflation costs are driving up 
the project’s price tag by $7 
million every month, according 
to state officials.

Kentucky spends almost $2 billion 
a year in health care costs treating smoking-related illnesses. 

The facts are clear: Secondhand smoke is harmful to Kentucky’s health and 
economic well being— it’s time to clear the air.

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BLACK HISTORY MONTH 


Addie Williams was born 
on May 17, 1892 in 

Williamstown. Her parents 
were Waverly and Mary Belle 
Humphrey Williams. 

Williams worked outside 
the system to survive and 
provide for her family. She is 
a prime example of the 
ingenuity and courage of the 
black citizens in Grant County. 
According to Addie’s niece, 
Aliene Waller Butler, Williams 
was a large woman, weighing 
over 300 pounds and could 
not get a domestic job due to 
her size. Williams became the 
first black female entrepreneur 
in Grant County by making 
illegal homebrew and selling 
it on Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday nights so she could 
pay her rent. Now this was 
not all that uncommon during 
the 1920’s, however the 
amazing thing was that she 
lived right behind the county 
court house and sheriff’s 
office. The house she lived in 
is still standing. 

Despite her choice of 
business, only one arrest 
record can be found for 
Williams and that resulted 
from a “cutting affray”. 
According to the newspaper 
report, Bee Warner was 
attempting to leave her 
premises without paying for 
his liquor. Williams took 
offense at this and a fight 
ensued with Williams sporting 
a knife and Warner sporting a 
razor. Both suffered severe 
cuts about the head, face and 
body. Both were arrested. 

When law enforcement 
officers searched her house, 
they found 50 bottles of home

brew (beer). Although 
arrested, she had to be let go 
since they did not have a cot in 
the jail that would fit her more 
than adequate frame. She 
always had scars on her arm 
that resulted from the fight. 

Williams had three sons, 
Paul A. Williams, J.C. 
Williams and Willard Williams 


who died at age 18 from 
TB. None of her sons had 
children, however, 
William’s niece, Ailene 
Butler, 98, remembers 
fondly Addie’s beautiful 
hands and a beautiful 
face. 

She is buried in 
Williamstown Cemetery.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Brussels sprouts 

B russels sprouts have made a comeback! It 
used to be that no one liked them and they 
were hard to come by fresh. Old varieties 
have been greatly improved from those forced on 
you as a child. Equally, updated cooking meth¬ 
ods probably can stand some credit for elevating 
the previously mushy, bitter Barbie-doll-sized 
cabbage to a crispy, nutty treat! In short, don’t 
boil them to death; try some quick roasting be¬ 
neath the broiler, instead. 

Today we can thank breeding programs for 
developing a number of improved varieties of 
Brussels sprouts that are sweet and nutty in fla¬ 
vor. Today there are about 70 million pounds of 
Brussels sprouts grown in the U.S. so perhaps 
more people are realizing how tasty the vegetable 
can be. I have grown many late crops of Brussels 
sprouts but, truth be told, never with much suc¬ 
cess. Each year I vow to give it up but as I write 
a seed packet of ‘Bubbles’ is on stand-by. I like 
‘Bubbles’ because it is a vigorous, early matur¬ 
ing plant that tolerates a bit of heat (and with a 
reputation for high yields.) It also has that sweet 
nutty flavor that wins people over. 

There are several other varieties that are pop¬ 
ular for home gardeners, including the ‘Dutch 
Treat Hybrid’ that has a particularly sweet fla¬ 
vor but it takes 130 days to mature; ‘Jade Cross’ 
has lighter blue-green sprouts and takes about 80 
days to mature; ‘Oliver’ takes 90 days to mature 
and is considered easy to grow in less than ideal 
climates; ‘Trafalgar’ is an English -bred Brus¬ 
sels sprout that takes about 130 days to mature 
and is considered the best for extended harvest 
into the winter months, but I suspect that’s if you 
are a Brussels sprouts living and growing in Eng¬ 
land! 

I bring up the days to 
maturity issue because 
this is where it becomes 
difficult because the Brus¬ 
sels sprout like it cool but 
to mature in our gardens 
it has to make it through a 
Kentuckiana summer. This 
is where I ultimately fail, 
I suppose...too hot for the 
sprout to do much except 
feed aphids that rapidly 
multiply in that same heat. 
I still can’t yet give up! 

Pesky insects 
thwart progress 

Brussels sprouts likely 
got their moniker because 
the harvestable “sprouts” 
appear along the stem of the plant. They are 
grown much like other cole crops including broc¬ 
coli, cauliflower and cabbage. Around here we 
probably won’t have a long enough cool season 
to have an early crop so we are better off set¬ 
ting our plants out in early or mid-summer for a 
late fall crop (which is part of the problem.) A 
garden plot that has good drainage and rich soil 
is a must for Brussels sprouts so work in organic 
material before planting and side-dress with ad¬ 
ditional compost when the plants are about a foot 
tall. Cool, moist conditions are preferred; and 
if we can get a patch going they can persist into 
winter to about 20 degrees. 

Keep them well watered and be on alert for 
insects. This is the downside to growing Brus¬ 
sels sprouts; it seems that there are several in¬ 
sect problems that can thwart our efforts. Watch 
for cabbage worms, flea beetles, aphids and cut 
worms early on after transplants are set out. You 
can use row covers, neem oil or pyrethrum bo- 
tanicals to control some of the pests. 

So, if you make it to the harvesting stage you 
pick the sprouts when they have formed a tight 
and firm ball. Remove the lower leaf and then 
snap off the sprout. The sprouts that are form¬ 
ing along the stalk above the first ones that are 
harvested will continue to mature. When you are 
ready to prepare some for the table it is easy and 
delicious: turn the broiler on high, sprinkle an 
aluminum baking sheet with some kosher salt, 
quarter the sprouts and toss in a little olive oil, 
pepper and garlic, spread them on the sheet and 
broil until the edges begin to brown.

From limo to lightning 

A lthough a brand new Ford F-150 “Lightning” 
pickup truck tops my husband’s list of dream 
vehicles, his eyes still mist whenever anyone 
mentions ‘the limo.” 

Back when we lived in California, Barry had 
decided we needed a second car. At the time, we shared 
a 1981 silver Ford Fairmont, which was perfect for 
driving people around. However, Barry had decided 
we needed something we could use for hauling water 
heaters to the dump. 

Not that we had ever needed to haul water heaters to 
the dump, but, to quote one of my husband’s favorite 
phrases, ‘you never know.” 

So, he brought home a 1968 Ford Falcon station 
wagon, or as I like to describe it, a 22-year-old, 
rumbling, clattering, smoking bucket of tin and rust, 
the color reminiscent of Cream of Wheat mixed 
with mashed lima beans and putty. And that’s being 
generous. 

Until then, I had had no reason to doubt my 
husband’s judgment. 
However, when he 
reached through the 
back window (which 
was permanently stuck 
in the down position), 
grabbed a clean rag and 
began to shine one of 
the car’s few rust-free 
spots, as he beamed like 
a proud father with his 
newborn child, I started 
to question his mental 
faculties. 

That’s when our 
youngest daughter, who 
was about six at the 
time, announced, “Dad, 
you got a limo.” 

Obviously, she had 
meant to say “lemon,” 
which was a whole lot 
closer to the truth. Still, the name stuck. 

Barry had fallen in love with his “limo” from the 
start. He washed it faithfully with scouring powder and 
bleach. He installed a radio antenna and connected it to 
a portable radio with alligator clips and aluminum foil. 
He super-glued a digital clock onto the dashboard and 
rigged up a push-button horn. 

He didn’t even seem to mind the protruding spring 
that kept ripping the backs of his shirts or having to 
straddle the sagging front seat to see over the steering 
wheel. He drove the limo everywhere, cheerfully, 
proudly. Obliviously. 

People pointed at it and laughed. Dogs chased it and 
barked. Our daughters hid their faces in embarrassment. 
I just shook my head in amazed and amused horror. 

Why would an otherwise reasonably sane man 
show so much devotion and spend so much time caring 
for a hunk of junk? 

When he bought it for $200, it had nearly 200,000 
miles on it. He drove it for about three years, which 
included two dozen 100-mile trips to San Francisco 
and back — and several trips to the dump, hauling 
water heaters. 

During that time, our newer car went through 
several starters, a radiator and a set of tires; meanwhile, 
the limo needed only an occasional air filter. The radio 
gave out before the limo did! 

Eventually, Barry sold it for $400 — twice what he 
had paid for it. 

It was a sad day at the Kennedy house as we watched 
the new owners drive away. Even the girls and I felt a 
twinge of sorrow. Barry had loved that ugly car. 

I’m not sure why I’m telling you all this except that 
it’s a favorite story in our family. Also, thinking about 
the limo reminds me of how sometimes people think 
of themselves as beaten up, ugly and junky. Not much 
more than a pile of rust held together by bolts and duct 
tape. 

But God doesn’t see those who belong to him that 
way. 

I take that back. Actually, he does see us that way, 
just as we are. The Bible says God remembers that ‘we 
are but dust.” However, if Christ has redeemed us, if 
we are his, that makes all the difference. 

Because we’re his, he doesn’t leave us as we are, all 
beaten up and junky. But he doesn’t merely patch us 
together and add a few makeshift improvements using 
alligator clips and aluminum foil. 

That’s because he’s not about “making do,” or even 
making us better. Instead, God is out to make us new. 

In a way, it’s like taking a “limo” and turning it into 
a “Lightning.”

Lady Braves even season series against WHS

Each player wore green 
T-shirts during warm ups 
which had the logo and cor¬ 
porate sponsorship names 
on them. 

But more importantly, 
each player was asked to put 
the name or names of some¬ 
one, be it a friend or family 
who had either been lost or 
had survived the dreaded 
disease. 

The second thing that 
everyone was there for 
was part two of the annual 
county battle between the 
Willi amstown High School 
Lady Demons and the Grant 
County Lady Braves. 

Coming into the game 
the Demons posted a record 
of 12-8 for the season, in¬ 
cluding back to back wins 
over Owen County and Car- 
roll Coounty. 

Included in the 12 wins 
was a victory over the Lady 
Braves 56-48 back in De¬ 
cember. 


The Braves were also 
coming off a convincing 56-

be an exciting game,” said 
Braves coach Shawn West 

The game didn’t start out 
exciting for the Braves as 
they fell behind 7-0 quickly. 
West called a quick timeout. 

“We stressed continuing 
to play, which we do often, 
and to not watch the score- 
board,” he said. 

The Lady Demons 
played very well in the first 
half, at one time building up 
a 10-point lead. 

“I thought that they (Wil- 
liamstown) dictated most of 
what happened in the first 
half,” said West. 

Going into the half, the 
Lady Demons owned an 
eight-point advantage, 38- 
30. Rachael Montgomeiy 
scored 20 of her game high 
25 points in the first half to 
pace the Lady Demons.

10 in the first half. 

Macy Wright and Madi- 
syn Ruebusch kept the 
Braves in range with nine 
points and 10 points, respec¬ 


tively. 

In the third quarter, the 
Braves seemed to come to 
life. 

Shelby Harmeyer hit a 
three-pointer and sank two 
free throws and a two-point¬ 
er for a seven-point quarter, 
along with threes by Tyrsten 
Cummins and EJ Kearns. 

With an additional five 
points from Ruebusch, the 
Braves outscored William- 
stown 19-9 to lead 49-45 at 
the end of the third quarter.

A five-year delay in construction 
would increase costs by more than 
$400 million, driving the current total 
over $3 billion. 

The Kentucky Transportation Cabi¬ 
net, the Ohio Department of Transporta¬ 
tion and their consultants are scrutiniz¬ 
ing the current $2.6 billion replacement 
plan, identifying potential changes in 
design, constmction and financing ap¬ 
proaches to lower the overall costs. 

The agreement would provide a 50 
percent discount in toll rates for fre¬ 
quent commuters who must cross the 
river almost daily for work, school and 
other needs. The discount is similar to 
the commitment reached on Indiana 
and Kentucky’s joint Ohio River Bridg¬ 
es Project. 

The governors’ plan calls for states 
to split constmction costs and toll rev¬ 
enues on the project. The 50-50 split 
will ensure both fairness and coopera¬ 
tion in developing improvements that 
serve citizens, businesses and travelers 
on both sides of the Ohio River. 

State Rep. Brian Linder, R-Dry 
Ridge, and Sen. Damon Thayer, R- 
Georgetown, said they are against tolls 
being used to fund the project. 

“I’m sure the governors of both 
Kentucky and Ohio thought by present¬ 
ing a plan that included a discount on 
tolls for local commuters would better 
sell their plan to our region,” Linder 
said. “However, this does not address 
the issue that interstate highway traffic 
should not be funded on the backs of a 
particular region. The building of a new 


bridge is the responsibility of the feder¬ 
al government with aid from the states 
of Kentucky and Ohio. Northern Ken¬ 
tucky receives back approximately 40 
cents on the dollar we send to Frankfort 
in the form of taxes. Tolls would only 
increase our burden further.” 

Thayer agrees. 

“I remain opposed to tolls, which 
will place an undue burden on Ken¬ 
tuckians when it comes to paying for a 
bridge,” he said. 

In order for the governors’ plan to 
work, the Kentucky General Assembly 
will have to approve tolls through P3 
(Private-Public-Partnerships) legisla¬ 
tion. 

Through P3, when a state does not 
have the money to do an infrastmcture 
project, Linder said the state contracts 
with a private company to build the in¬ 
frastmcture and allow them, over a long 
period of time, to collect revenue back. 

In this case, the revenue would come 
through tolls. 

In the 2013 General Assembly, P3 
legislation passed both the House and 
the Senate with an amendment that 
excluded any project that would build 
a bridge between Ohio and Kentucky. 

Beshear vetoed this bill because of 
the amendment. 

The bill will be voted on again dur¬ 
ing the current session. 

“If the federal government and 
states spent money wisely on infra¬ 
stmcture in areas of need as opposed to 
influential elected official’s district, the 
bridge would already be built,” Linder 
said. “To ask the residents of Northern 
Kentucky, who already pay federal and 


state gas taxes, to fund a major inter¬ 
state artery is insulting.” 

Linder and Thayer have not heard 
from many constituents who favor tolls 
to pay for the bridge. 

“Time will tell, but I hear from very 
few people who are in support of tolls,” 
Thayer said. 

Since Interstate 75 is a federal high¬ 
way, Barbara Barker of Crittenden said 
she believes federal funds should pay 
for the bridge. 

“Why should it be just two states, 
Kentucky and Ohio, who pay for the 
bridge?” Barker said. “If these two 
states are the ones to pay, then I do be¬ 
lieve in toll roads. However, I believe, 
the taxpayers who foot the bill, should 
be exempt from paying tolls. When 
people from Kentucky and Ohio renew 
their auto licenses, they could receive a 
badge or pass to cross the bridge free. 
Let the people who use the bridge, pay 
for the bridge. In my opinion, 1-75 is 
traveled by millions of people from all 
over the country. Let them reimburse us 
for our initial investment of repairing 
the bridge.” 

The two state transportation teams 
plan to deliver recommendations for 
cost savings to the governors on or 
before March 30 and present them for 
public comment shortly afterward. 

Those comments and suggestions 
will be used to develop a revised con¬ 
stmction plan this summer and a finan¬ 
cial plan by year’s end. 

Pending approval by lawmakers 
in early 2016, the states could select a 
project team as soon as late 2016 and 
begin constmction as soon as 2017.

As one suspect approached the counter, the female suspect 
told the clerks, “Give us all the money or he’ll shoot you,” 
said Dills. 

The robbers left with two register drawers with an unde¬ 
termined amount of cash. It is believed they fled east toward 
U.S. 25 in Corinth on foot. 

A K-9 unit was used to track the suspects to a wooded area 
before the tracks were lost. 

Dills said he believes the suspects had a getaway vehicle 
nearby. 

Law enforcement has been following up on numerous tips 
received by phone and through the Grant County Sheriff’s 
Office’s Facebook page. 

Anyone with information about the robbeiy or who recog¬ 
nize the suspects in the surveillance photos can call the Grant 
County Sheriff’s Office at 859-824-3333 or the Kentucky 
State Police Dispatch Center at 859-428-1212.

WELLS HITS GROUND RUNNING

A month into office, newly 
elected Dry Ridge Mayor Jim 
Wells hit the ground running in his 
new role as leader of the city. 

Despite his term not officially 
starting until Jan. 1, Wells was 
busy meeting with business own¬ 
ers, council members and residents 
in December to develop a priority 
list for the next few months. 

“I realize all the city’s problems 
can’t be tackled right out of the 
gate but I feel we can immediately 
start addressing the most pressing 
issues facing the city,” Wells said. 
“I want to show the public the city 
is open for business. We will begin 
to change the look and feel of the 
city with an emphasis on customer 
service and treating the residents 
and businesses with respect and 
honesty.” 

Wells, a 15-year veteran of the 
Lexington Fire Department, also 
already started assembling a vol¬ 
unteer task-force to look at the 
water and sewer issues in the city. 

The task-force will be respon¬ 
sible for looking at the current 
contract for water and sewer ser¬ 
vices from the city of Williamsto wn, 
looking at the rates Dry Ridge 
passes on to its residents and busi¬ 
ness, looking at the procedures for 
connections, disconnections and 
reports of high usages and provide 
suggestions for the future direction 
of the utility. 

“I hope this task-force will be 
able to identify areas we can 
implement immediately to stream¬ 
line the utility the city provides,” 
Wells said. 

In the first few weeks in office, 
Wells said he plans to lead a dis¬ 
cussion on police protection. 

The city currently has one 
police chief and a contract with 
Williamstown Police to patrol the 
city in the evening and weekends. 

There have been talks about the 
possibility of looking into partner¬ 
ing again with the Grant County 
Sheriff’s Office to provide 24 
hours a day, seven days a week 



protection. 

“I want to discuss the current 
level of protection we are provid¬ 
ing, determine what law enforce¬ 
ment needs our city demands, 
identify options to realize those 
recommendations and start the 
process of implementation,” Wells 
said. “All options will be on the 
table and no suggestion will go 
unheard. We will fix the concerns 
the public has and make the city 
safer as an added benefit.” 

Wells’ goals also include 
streamlining the emergency ser¬ 
vices the city provides. 

“As a major provider of emer¬ 
gency medical and fire services for 
not only the city but much of the 
county, we must balance the needs 
of the many with the fiduciary 
responsibilities of the city,” Wells 
said. “I want to see a partnership 
with all of the fire departments 
where the identities and histories 
of each agency is preserved while 
cooperatively providing the best 
services available without all the 
overlap and redundancy that is 
costing every resident and busi¬ 
ness in the county in terms of 
safety and taxation.” 

Ultimately, Wells said he would 
like to see the city work to solve 
any lingering problems so he and 
the city council can be in a posi¬ 
tion to provide new programs that 
benefit all residents and make the 
city more inviting. 


One area of improvement 
would be recreation and utilizing 
Piddle Park. 

“It’s had a rough go the past 
several years, but I see a space for 
new playground and fitness equip¬ 
ment, a mini amphitheater for 
local artists to perform, a splash 
pool for our younger kids, new 
upgraded basketball and tennis 
courts, a renovated ball park and a 
fishing wharf extending out in 
Lake Pollywog to provide expand¬ 
ed fishing capabilities,” Wells 
said. 

The city created additional rev¬ 
enue last year with a .75 increase 
of the payroll tax. 

The decision was met with 
some disapproval by business 
owners and employees, including 
those at Dana. 

Wells said his plans are to off¬ 
set the need for the current level 
of payroll tax by reducing the 
city’s expenses and increasing the 
revenues. 

“This won’t happen immedi¬ 
ately,” he said. “The city’s current 
financial obligations must be met, 
but we will immediately begin 
looking at reducing those obliga¬ 
tions. Once that takes place we 
will make appropriate changes to 
the payroll tax structure.” 

After his first year in office, 
Wells said he hopes to report on 
the state of the city as strong and 
safe. 

He is optimistic that issues with 
water, sewer, police and fire pro¬ 
tection have been addressed and 
the city will be working on recre¬ 
ation upgrades. 

Wells would like to see current 
businesses grow while the city 
adds more businesses as well. 

Most importantly, Wells said he 
wants to encourage the communi¬ 
ty to become more involved. 

“I would like to see packed 
council meetings with people giv¬ 
ing myself and the council feed¬ 
back on decisions and speaking up 
for issues they feel are important,” 
he said. “The more we work 
together the faster we can imple¬ 
ment the changes we all want for 
our city.”
